The  study  made  by  the  May¬ 
or^  cimmittee  to  determine 
the  feasibility  of  buying 
the  property  of  the  Garfield 
Water  Works  has  been  comple¬ 
ted  and  submitted  to  the 
Council,  For  some  reason, 
the  Mayor  has  not  seen  fit 
to  release  its  contents,  ex¬ 
cept  for  one  recommendation 
which  was  made  public  at  the 
May  2nd  meeting. 

No  Federal  Aid 

The  committee  recommended 
that  no  Federal  or  State  aid 
be  used  to  purchase  the  land 
so  that  East  Paterson  resi¬ 
dents  could  have  the  rpopos- 
ed  park  for  their  own  use. 
The  report  also  recommended 
that  the  grounds  be  fenced 
and  posted  "For  Residents 
Only."  Congratulations  to 
the  committee. 


It  is  a  wonderful  feeling 
to  know  that  something  we 
purchase  with  our  tax  money 
will  be  all  ours.  It  does 
something  for  community  spi¬ 
rit!  However,  if  we  do  buy 
the  land,  we  should  not  use 
State  or  Federal  money  in 
construction  of  buildings  or 
facilities,  either.  Other¬ 
wise,  the  park  would  still 
come  under  Federal  or  State 
control  and  would  be  thrown 
open  to  outsiders.  This 
would  create  a  Coney  Island 
right  in  the  heart  of  town.

There  have  been  two  instances  recently  where  the  Mayor 
seems  to  be  selective  about  whose  rights  he  will  protect  and 
fight  for.

(who  has  sometimes  been  critical  of  the  administration).

2 
ruled  that  what  the  Federal 
Government  subsidizes  it  may 
control.  What  effect  this 
will  have  on  the  future  of 
our  town  remains  to  be  seen. 

The  cost  of  this  aid  is 
bad  enough.  We  pay  $1.83  for 
every  dollar  we  receive.  New 
Jersey  pays  the  most  of  any 
State  in  the  nation.  Federal 
aid  is  no  bargain.  Then  why 
do  we  continue  to  ask  fbr  it? 
The  stook  answer,  of  course, 
is  —  if  we  don't  take  it, 
somebody  else  will.  No  doubt 
that  is  what  one  fish  said 
to  another  as  he  grabbed  for 
the  juicy  worm  on  the  end  of 
the  hook. 

Loss  of  Control 

But  the  cost  in  dollars  - 
and  cents  is  not  the  worst 
feature  of  Federal  aid. There 
is  a  grave  threat  to  the  oon 
tinued  existence  of  our  mun¬ 
icipality.  There  is  danger 
to  our  sohool  system.  We  may 
lose  oontrol  if  the  plan  of 
Federal  Education  Commissio¬ 
ner  Harold  Howe  suooeeds.  He 
would  bus  city  children  into 
our  schools  and  send  our 
children  into  the  oity.  This 
is  not  education.  It  is  so= 
oial  planning.  And  beoause

Congres¬ 
sman  Paul  Fino  of  New  York, 
in  a  speech  on  February  21, 
1967 j  said  that  this  law  can 
force  suburbs  of  big  cities 
to  be  part  of  a  metropolitan 
scheme.  All  applications 
for  Federal  aid  under  10  pr¬ 
ograms  such  as  sewers,  con¬ 
struction  of  hospitals, high¬ 
ways,  libraries,  airports, 
eto.,  he  said,  must  be  sub¬ 
mitted  to  a  metropolltan¬ 
wide  planning  body,  metro

Remember  the  Cherry  Hill 
Chatter  --  our  own  little 
newspaper  published  by  Ten¬ 
ents’  Association. 

Then  the  war  was  over! 
War-Workers’  homes  to  be 
declared  surplus  and  sold  to. 
Veterans!!  After  much  ado  — 
many  meetings  --  and  with  the 
help  of  Cherry  Hill  resident, 
veteran  and  Councilman  Bruce 
MacDonald  and  a  Tenents’ 
Association  committee  of 

Harold  Muller,  Edith  Petrie, 
John  MacKenzle,  the  homes 
were  finally  sold  to  residents 
first  choice  then  to  outside 
veterans.  But  this  was  only 
after  many  Council  meetings, 
trips  to  Washington,  Connec¬ 
ticut,  New  York,  and  other 


places.  Late  1948,  early  1949, 
mortgages  were  arranged  and 
we  became  home  owners  — 
Cherry  Hill  Gardens  was  ours!! 

Remember  the  changes  that 
Immediately  began  to  take  place 
In  the  area  —  cellars  were 
dug  —  bucket-full  by  bucket- 
full  and  where  to  put  the  dirt!! 
Chimneys  fell!  Porches,  rooms, 
garages  were  added.  It  Is  hard 
to  recognize  some  of  the  houses 
now  as  ever  being  a  Cherry 
Hill  Gardens  Defense  Home. 

Remember  when  we  learned 
about  electric  light  switches  — 
on/ off  —  we  had  our  own  meter 
at  last. 

Now  —  twenty-five  years 
later  we  can  look  with  pride 
on  the  accomplishments  and 
deeds  of  cherry  HiU  citizens  — 
good  citizens  of  East  Paterson!!
